it his duty to come at once before 
the parliament to receive authority 
in carrying forward his work at 
the conference. Up until Aprfl 14, 
when he received from President 
Wilson the American viewpoint on | 
Fiume, he said he thought an agree- 


ment was probable, 
‘In the course of his address, rhe | 
premier spoke of the attitude tak- | 
en in Paris by the British ana)! 
French governments, which, he said, | 
had been loyal to promises made 
in the treaty of London, which was) 
framed in 1915. He admitted, how- | 
ever, that both France and Great 
Britain do not stand with Italy in 
her demands for the annexation of 
Fiume. He added that they might 
have agreed, in principle, to the cre- 
ation of Fiume as an independent’) 
free state. 
The American Memorandum. 

In discussing the American mem- 
orandum, which was handed to him 
April 14 and which was distributed 
among the members of parliament 
today by the premier, Signor Or- 
lando said: 

“Inasmuch as this memorandum 
denied Italy’s rights over the Dal- 
matian islands, accorded only incom- 
plete liberty to Fiume and even 
went so far as to break up the unity 
of Istria, I told Mr. Wilson it was 
absolutely impossible for me to agree 
to peace on the conditions indicated. 
I added that under such conditions 
the Italian delegation felt it could 
not continue to partjcipate in the 
conference with any benefit for 
others or dignity for Italy, but said 
I would communicate with repre- 
sentatives of the allied powers with 
which Italy Was bound by special 
agreements. 

“President Wilson showed great 
regret for such a hypothesis, adding 
he would do everything possible to 
prevent it. He said he thought it 
opportune and useful that France 
and England should undertake to 
find a means of conciliation while 


he would have the question re-ex- 
amined by his experts to see if fur- 
ther concessions could be made to 
Italian aspirations. 
“The Italian deiegation did not 
maintain an obstinate attitude, but 
co-operated during the following 
days in efforts to find a way to 
conciliation. It was anxious not to 
delay peace and to avoid compro- 
mising the union of the allied peo- 
ples, even by a mere appearance of 
disagreement. It was continuing 
patiently to seek a means of con- 
ciliation and was discussing the sub- 
ject with the British premier when 
the presidential message appeared. 
“This new fact seemed to the ltal- 
ian delegation of enormous gravity, 
as it made public a dissension which 
until then, although deep, was con- 
fined inside the conference. Be- 
sides making statements addressed 
to the sentiment and will of peonies 
in general, and, therefore, to the 
Italian people, the full authority 
and, therefore, the prestige of the 
Italian delegates was doubted just 
in the grave and decisive hour wnen 
it was most needed.”’ 
Attitade of Italy. 

Addressing himself to the attitude 
of Italy at the peace conference and 
the justice of her demands, the pre- 
mier continued: 
‘“Italy did not measure her sac- 
rifices by the letter of her treaty 
with the allied powers and did not 
ask for help when she hgi to with- 
stand the shock of ti@ Austrian 
army, as she might havr Cone un- 
der the treaty. Therein, sne only 
did her duty as the allies have done, 
but that fact transformed friend- 
ship into blood friendship and it 
was in that sense that Italy ap- 
pealed to the allied peoples and 
governments. 

“The question of Fiume wre not 


by a thrilling act of spontaneous 
will which began with the declara- 
tion of Fiume’s representative in 
the. Hungarian parliament, and 
which was subsequently confirmed 
when Fiume proclaimed herself an 
Italian town. 

“Can our great nation remain in- 
ert and unmoved by the vehement 
and despairing appeal of this people 
whose blood is of our blood? No! 
Italy does not need to put forward 
a formal thesis in support of her 
demands, feeling sure that viblence 
will not be done to the will of this 
Italian town.” 

Premier Orlando reiterated that 

the treaty of London did not prevent 
the allies from considering the 
Fiume question from the Italian 
viewpoint and that moreover, the 
allies had admitted they were in 
nowise bound regarding Fiume, since 
they considered themselves capable 
= agreeing to the freedom of the 
city. 
“It is our desire and firm resolve,” 
he said, “that the alliance shall not 
be broken up. We wish to remain 
loyal to it for the sake of the sol- 
emn pledge which binds our word 
of honor, but still more for the holi- 
ness of blood shed in a common 
cause.” 

After paying tribute to all the al- 
lied soldiers, the premier continued: 

“The allies of yesterday must be 
the allies of today, and all their peo- 


|the helm together in the tie of loyal 
friendship. ; 
Spirit of Cenciliation. 

“Obeying the supreme command 
of the Italian government and real- 
izing the solemnity of the hour, 
‘affirm before this parliament that 
Italy is animated by all that spirit 
of conciliation which is compatible 
with the unavoidable exigencies of 
national conscience and dignity. 

“With the same sincerity, I say 
that I cannot determine in this dif- 
ficult moment in what forms or by 
what means we can reach that ob- 
ject because in the last solemn con- 
versation that occurred on April 24 
there arose a difference, not only 
regarding our point of view, but also 
between that of our allies and our 
associated power. 

“Therefore, in the present state of 
affairs, Italy is not facing a solu- 


'tion in which the allied and asso- 


ciated governments agree with an 
insurmo table measure of agree- 
ment. N@ is there a proposal of 
compromise upon which all are 
agreed, but instead. she is facing a 


|difference of opinion which virtual- 


ly denies the actual possibility that 
special. territorial conditions re- 
served to Italy can be contained in 
the peace treaty accepted by all the 
allied and associated powers. 

“The members of the government 
and of the Italian delegation, there- 
fore, await your verdict with ‘serene 
hearts. 

“With serene hearts the people 
also await events. They who kept 
their faith unshakable, their nerves 
firm’ and sound,. and their spirits 
high, even when the appalling mfs- 
fortune .of war fell upon them— 
why should they feel or act dif- 
ferently now when facing difficul- 
ties which, while certainly hard, are 
bringing about peace? Without 
weakness, without over-boldness; 
not overcome with doubts .which 
would be injurious, nor _ carried 
away by an exaltation unworthy of 
a great people, Italy.in this new trial 
must show conscious and austere 
calm. 

“The principal necessity now is 
that all, in common fervor and de- 
votion to the mother country, should 
determine with sincerity and har- 
mony, to face the outcome of this 
great battle which faith might have 
spared us. Once again lI plead that 
in this hour of immense responsli- 
bility for all, the truce may con- 
tinue between men’s differences and 
the conflicts of parties. 

“Let us wait until tomorrow to 
renew our struggles. They,will be 
illuminated by the glory of 4 great- 
er Italy.” 


ITALIAN PEOPLE 
ANSWER WILSON. 


Rome, April 30.—The Rome news- 
papers in commenting on Premier 
Orlando’s speech before the parlia- 
ment and the vote of confidence in 
the government by. that body, de- 
clare that now that the Italian peo- 
ple and parliament have voiced their 
solidarity with the government, it 
remains only for the entente to re- 
vise its decision regarding the Adri- 
atic adjustment. The view is taken 
that President Wilson appealed to 
the Italian people and now they have 
given their answer and that is bound 
to have its effect upon President 
Wilson’s attitude. 

The Corriere d'Italia sees in the 
demonstration in the chamber of 
deputies an indication that it 1s the 
will of Italy to help in bringing 
about prompt peace and that she Is 
ready to make reasonable sacrifices 
to promote it. 

The press is unanimous in prais- 
ing what it refers to as the spirit 
of justice and moderation pervading 
the speech of the prime minister. 


FRENCH COMMENT ON 
ORLANDO’S ADDRESS. 


Paris, April 30.—The French press 
in commenting on the speech of Pre- 
mier Orlando before the Italian par- 
liament finds a spirit of concilia- 
tion marking the address. As a re- 
sult, the newspapers express the 
conviction that a resumption of the 
conferences over the Italian ques- 
tion will be possible and that ground 
for a satisfactory understanding may 
be found. 

The moderate tone of Premier Or- 
lando’s speech in the Italian parlia- 
ment produced a good impression 
here, and the prospects of a settle- 
ment of the differences over the 
Italian problem are regarded in 
French circles at the peace confer- 
ence as distinctly better. It is point- 
ed out that the parliament has given 
Premier Orlando a free hand. while 
the publication of President Wilson’s 
memorandum also has helped to cre- 
ate the feeling of optimism indi- 
cated.

WiLSON OPPOSE’ 


FIUME FOR ITALY 


Text of President’s State- 
ment Against Italian 
‘Claims — Wilson Says 
Fiume Must Be Interna- 
tional Port. 


Paris, April 30.—A statement has 


randum sent by President Wilson 
to the Italian delegation on April 
14, with permission to make it pub- 
lic in Italy and which was given 
Out today’:in Rome. 

A complete copy .of the presi- 
dent’s statement, under the heading 
“Memorandum Concerning the 
Question of Italian Claims on the 
Adriatic,” follows: ? 

“There is no question to which I 
have given more ¢édreful or anxious 
thought that I have given to this, 
because in common with all my col- 
leagues it is my earnest desire to 


to see the ugmost justice done to 
Italy. 


“Throughout my @ sideration of 
it, however, I have Tees that there 
was one matter in which I had no 
choice and could wish to have none. 
I felt bound to Square every con- 
clusion that I should reach as ac- 
curately as possible with the four- 
teen principles of peace which I set 
forth in my address to the congress 
of the United: States on the 8th of 


January, 1918, a 
addresses. nd in subsequent 


14 Points for All. 


“These fourteen points a 
principles laid down in the ye Pen 
quent addresses were formially 
adopted with only a single reserva- 
tion by the powers associated 
against Germany and will constitute 
the basis of peace with Germany. I 
do not feel at liberty to suggest one 
basis for peace with Germany and 
another for peace with Austria. 

It will be remembered that in 
reply to a communication from the 
Austrian government offering to 
enter int» negotiations for an armi- 
stice and peace on the basis of the 
fourteen points to which 7 have al- 
luded I said that there was one mat- 
ter to which those points no longer 
applied. They had demanded au- | 
tonomy for the several states which | 
had constituted parts of ihe Austro- | 
Hungarian empire and I pointed 
out that it must now be left to the 
choice of the people of these sev- 
eral countries what their destinies 
and political relations should be. 

“They have chosen with the sym- 
pathy of the whole world to be sct 
up as independent states. Their 
complete separation from Austria 
and the complete dissolution of the 
Austro-Hungarian empire has given 
a new aspect and significance to 
the settlements which may be ef- 
fected with regard at any rate to 
the eastern boundaries of Italy. 

“Personally IT am quite willing 
that Italy should be accorded along 
the whole front of her northern 
frontier and wherever she comes 
into contact with Austrian terri- 
tory all that was accorded her in 
the so-called pact of London, but ! 
am of the clear opinion that the 
pact of London can no longer apply 
to the settlement of her eastern 
boundaries. 

Line of London Pact. 


“The line drawn in the pact of 
London was conceived for the pur- 
pose of establishing an absolutely 
adequate frontier of safety for Italy 
against any possible hostility or ag- 
gression on the.part of Atistria, But 
Austria-Hungary no longer exists. 
These eastern frontiers will touch 
countries stripped of the military 
and naval] power of Austria, settled 
in independence of Austria and or- 
ganized for the purpose of satis- 
fying legitimate national aspira-, 
tions and created states not hostile 
to the new European order, but aris- 
ing out of it, interested in its main- 
tenance, dependent upon the cultiva- 
tion of friendships and bound to a 
common policy of peace and ac-j,

Fiume 
is by situation and by all’ the cir- 
cumstances of its development not 
an lfItalian, but an international 
port serving the countries to the 
east and north of the GuW of Fiume. 
“Just because it’ isan interna- 
tional port and cannot with justice 
be subordinated to any one sov- 
ereigty it is my clear judgment that 
it should enjoy a very considerable 
degree of genuine “autonomy, and 
while it should be included no doubt 
within the customs system of the 
new Jugo-Slavia_ state, it should 
nevertheless. be left free in its in- 
terest and fin the interest of the 
states lying about it, to devote itself 
to the service of the commerce 
which naturally and inevitably 
seeKs an Outlet or inlet at its port. 
“The states which it serves wil] 
be new states.

“And certainly Italy obtains un- 
der such a settlement the great his- 
toric object which her people have 
so long had in mind.

FAMOUS BATTLESHIPS 
OUT OF COMMISSION 


Washington, April 30.—Three of 
the four batleships which helped 
destroy the Spanish fleet off Santi- 
ago in 1898—the Indiana, Massachu- 
setts and Iowa, are to be piaced out 
of commission, the navy department 
announced today, and their names 
reassigned to new superdread- 
naughts. For historical and other 
reasons, however, the fourth ship, 
the famous Oregon, which circled 
South ‘America in order to be in the 
battle against Cevera’s squadron, 
will retain her name, and will con- 
tinue service with the Pacific fleet. 

As the Indiana, Massachusetts and 
Iowa probably never again will be 
placed in active service, they will be 
designated as ‘‘coast battleships Nos. 
1, 2 and 4.” Final disposition of the 
vessels has not been determined, but | 
they probably will be stripped and 
sold for scrap or used as targets for 
ships of the fleet as was the old 
battleship Texas. 

The name Indiana will be as- 
signed to battleship No. 50, au- 
thorized with nine others in 1916, 
and which is to be built at the New 
York navy yard. “The names Mas- 
sachusetts and Iowa will be given 
to battleships Nos. 53 and 54, bids 
for the construction of which’ ‘will 
be opened by the navy department 
May 23. 

In reassigning the names of the 
three ships to modern craft, the 
department is carrying out its pol- 
icy of naming battleships for states, 


the single exception being the 
Kearsarge, launched at the out- 
break of the Spanish war, and 
named for ‘the civil war frigate 
which destroyed the. confederate 
ship Alabama. Even with the 


names of the armored cruisers re- 
assigned to battleships, the names 
of all states have been exhausted, 
and it thus became necessary to 
reassign names now held by some 
of the battleships.

Washington, April 30.—The break- 
ing up of the great American army 
passed the half way mark, the war 
department announced today, on 
April 24, when the total discharges 
reached 1,886,883. The present 
strength in the A. E. F. is 58 per cent 
of the strength on November 11, last, 
and in the force in the United States 
it is 31 per cent of the strength on 
that date.

22 when 123,205 troops left Europee 
for the United States.

ERA OF CO-OPERATION 
COMING IN BUSINES 


St. Louis, Mo.,. April 30.—American 
business in the future will be more 
co-operative than competitive and 
this co-operation will solve many 
of the difficulties that the present 
inadequate anti-trust laws fail to 
solve, Secretary of Commerce Red- 
field declared in an address -here 
today before the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 

He characterized extreme compe- 
tition as destructive and uncon- 
trolled combination as dangerous, 
but added that the “ethical evolu- 
tion” now in progress will bring 
forth the proper solution for busi- 
ness, which he said had outgrown 
the law intended to control it. 

“Nothing is moré certain than 
there has been a great change for 
the better in the ethics and methods 
of trade since the anti-trust laws 
came into being,” he said. “These 
laws were the expression of the 
moral judgment of the country 
against certain business procedures 
deemed injurious to the body politic 
and considered to lack sound social 
sanctions... .’. 

“Few will deny that there are 
elements of good in a strictly com- 
petitive state of business. But if 
competition is the life of trade, ev- 
ery one knows that in extreme form 
it may also be the death of trade. 
If we attempt to end monopoly by 
insisting upon competition, we pro- 
vide that which, if it goes to the 
full normal limit, will itself create 
monopoly. Competition at its full 
means the survival of the stronger.” 

The speaker added that if “com- 
petition was ruthless and _ cruel, 
combination proved to be both.” 

He said co-operation is the end In 
which the energies of commercé 
would find full scope “without be- 
ine destruction on the one hand 
and dangerous on the other. He 
said by co-oneration he did not refer 
to the development of co-operative 
soceties “in which Russia has been 
a leader. but rather to a new busi- 
ness standard hardliv formulated 
vet, but really operative, whereby 
industrv and commerce recognize 
threefold obligations and endeavor 
frankly to adjust themselves to 
them.”
